It sure 
does mean something to feed 
the sheep of our God. 

Dear readers, a man who is a 
sheep tender, feeder or herder 
has to spend most of his time 
out on the hills and plains alone 
watching and caring for his 
flock, and if any should stray 
away from the field he will go 
and bring them back, and if 
one of the little lambs getg a 
bone broken or a torn place, he 
will bind up the wound and 
nourish and cherish it till it 
gets able to follow the rest of 
the flock. So we findin John 
21:15, 16 that Christ told Peter 
to feed His lambs and His 
sheep. And as we sit under the 
mighty hammer of the gospel it 
drives us close to God, and 
causes us to think of the respon- 
sibility there is upon a Bishop. 
That is just why Paul wrote 
Timothy that ifa man desire 
the office of a Bishop he de- 
sireth a good work, 

If you went out on a ranch 
to care for a flock of sheep and 
lambs, would you throw down 
some fodder and corn for the 
little lambs? ‘For one believeth 
that he may eat all things: an- 
other, who is weak, eateth 
herbs.” The lambs desire the 
sincere milk of the word, but 
them that are strong have need 
of meat. It takes a man filled 
with the Holy Ghost to feed a 
shepherd.” Isa. 40:11. 

A shepherd, naturally speak- 
ing, usually starts in with just 
a few sheep, but he takes great 
care of them, feeds them good, 
and watches over them very 
close.

“There is a way that seemeth 
right unto a man, but the end 
thereof are the ways of déath.” 
Prov. 14:12. 


“Enter ye in at the strait gate: 
for wide is the gate, and broad 
is the way, that leadeth to de- 
struction, and many there be 
which go in thereat.” Matt, 7:13. 

It is needless for us to argfie 

just when and where sin had its 
origin, the fact that it really ex- 
ists is sufficient ground for us 
to be on our guard and not be 
deceived by its influence. 
Christian science denying the 
existence of sin has not and 
never will blot it out. Satan is 
highly pleased with this new 
and damnable heresy, for it 
gives him such a good chance 
to dupe the people into sin’s 
fearful consequences, without 
their being alarmed because of 
its presence. The leading chaf- 
acteristic of sin is its deceitful- 
ness and it is this device ot 
Satan which makes him so suc- 
cessful. 
If the hunter insists on sét- 
ting his net where the bird can 
see it and acquaint itself with 
his plans he will never succeea 
in catching game. On the other 
hand if we will select a secluded 
place in the high grass or amid 
the underbrush where the bird 
least suspects danger, thén the 
birds are driven cautiously In 
that direction and can be en- 
tangled in the net before they 
realize the hunter’s real _ pur- 
pose, 

In this way the pitfalls of 
Satan are laid and thus he ac- 
complishes his design on the 
children of men. If Satan should 
appear to us with seven heads 
and ten horns, as described to 
us in our childhood, he would 
never be able to lead us astray 
or should he come as a roaring 
lion, we would surely seek a 
place of safety to escape his 
awful ravages. 


We learn that he can _ trans- 
form himself into an angel of 
light and it is in this way that 
he presents himself and if pos- 
sible would deceive the very 
elect of God. People do him best 
service when they assist in 
covering up his satanic charac- 
ter. The devil would be glad if 
We would believe that he never 
comes only as a horny headed 
beast or a roaring lion, and then 
he could succeed in getting us 


)}off of our guard or he would 


ntuch rather get us to believe 
that he does not exist at all. 
Then he could go on damning 
our children and cursing the 
world, while we are blindly in- 
sisting that he does not exist. 

If sin only appeared to our 
hunan senses as it is seen in
